quires such slurs. 

And daily in New York's Chi- 
nese community hundreds of 
out-of-towners follow these 
guides about, taking in heapin 
doses of racist poison apptoved 
by the local government. It is 
estimated that at least half a 
million tourists a year receive 


+ this standard tourist guide treat- 


ment. 

Asbury himself, though ap- 
parently more paternalistic to- 
ward the Chinese than the 
guides, has. succumbed to this 
poison, as is evident from the 
very title of his article.
